NEW YORK, Pp — Jack Benny, 
flushed. pleaded 
federal court today to 
smuggling jewels and received a 
suspended sentence of one year and 
a day in prison and a fine of $10,- 
000.

The $12.000 a week radio and 
screeh comedian, charged with 
smuggling $2131 worth of jewelry in- 
to the United States, stood in fed- 
era] courtroom while U. S. District 
Judge Vincent L. Leibel] passed the 
sentence and chided him for his ad- 
mitted illegal activities, 

Judge Liebell asked to see a copy 
of the three count indictment. While 
he studied the document, tension in 
the courtroom mounted and Benny 
alternately blanched and blushed. 


Leibell pronounced sentence count 
by count. Om the first he fined 
Benny $5000 and ordered him “com- 
mitted until the fine is paid,” and 
sentenced him to one year and one 
day in prison, adding, “execution of 
sentence is suspended and the de- 
fendant is placed on probation.” 


He fined Benny $2500 each on the 


Second and third counts and then 
explained: 

“Mr. Benny, that means you must 
bay a fine of $10,000 and that you 
have been sentenced to prison but 
that the sentence is suspended.” 

He gave Benny until 4 p. m. to- 
day to pay the fine. The comedian’s 
attorneys indicated he would do 
So before leaving by airplane for 
Hollywood tonight.
